WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.-—The 
protest of the Persian Government 
against oarketing practices of 
American carpet and rug manufac.

of the Federal Trade Commission 
by the State Department for a pre- 
liminary examination. 

Persia, in the complaint made to 
Secretary Stimson by Minister Mef- 
tah, charged American manufac- 
turers with unethical marketing 
practices detrimental to the rug- 
making industry. 

Special attention was directed by

HOMICIDE VERDICI 
IN FATAL SHOOTING 
INLOBBY OF HOTEL 


Coroner’s ‘Jury Investi- 
gates Killing of C. C. 
White by Elmer Harvick 
After a Quarrel. 


A Coroner’s verdict of homicide 
Was returned today in the killing 
of Cuthbert C. White, a real estate 
salesman, in the lobby of the War- 
wick Hotel, Fifteenth and Locust 
streets, early yesterday, ina dis- 
pute with another guest, ~Elmer 
Harvick, also known as George 
Harvey, who is being sought. 

Testimony of a half dozen wit- 
nesses disclosed that both White 
and Harvick 
White “kidded” Harvick, the wit- 
nesses said, and Harvick § called 
him a name. White then swung 
his fist at Harvick’s jaw, missing. 
Harvick drew a revolver . nd fired 
two shots, one taking effect. 

The Story of shoovng 

The story of the shooting, 
by witnesses, follows: 

“Cub” White, as he was known. 
and Harvick returned to fhe ho- 
tel lobby about 1:55 v’clock after 
a taxicab rice and a visit to a chop 
suey restaurant, White was “a lit- 
tle stewed,”’ to quete one witness, 
and Harvick also showed signs of 
drink. White “kidded” Harvick 
about something not remembered 
by the witnesses. 

White was at a writing table, 
Harvick was seated con the edge of 
a chair. Finally, Harvick, de- 
scribed as “‘the ‘ittle fellow.” sail 
to White: “Il dont care how big 
you are, I’m not afraid of you.’ 

A pause ensued in which Har- 
vick bought a packave of cigarettes 
at a stand, after which he appliec 
an epithet to White, adding’ 
“Damn you, how dc vou like that?’ 

Pursued Man Who Shot Him. 

“L’ve tood enougi of that.” an- 
swered White, removing his hat 
and coat and placing them on the 
table. He swung at Harvick’s jaw, 
but missed. dJdarvick ran to the 
rear of the lobby. White followed. 
Harvick turm.ed ani, at a distance 
of 10 feet. fired twice at White. 
White fell, a bullet having entered 
his right shoulder and _ ranged 
downward to the heart. 

Harvick ran to a _ garage at 
Thirteenth and Locust'_ street 
where he made a futile attempt to 
borrow an automobile. He was last 
seen running west on Olive street. 
Police reported he had been: the 
home of his mother, 1202 South 
Eighteenth stree:, at 8:30 a. m. He 
is said to have a wife and child in 
“hal ee, Mo. 

Witnesses to the shooting were 
Thomas B. Driscoll, George Dunn, 
William Holt and Peter Martin. 
guests of the hotel; Otto Schubert, 
a waiter, and William Dixon, Negro 
elevator operator. 

Roommate’s Pistol Missing. 

Dunn, a roommate of Harvick, 
learned that his revolver was miss- 
ing from a dresser drawer after 
the shooting. He thinks Harvick 
took it. 

/ Driscoll suggested the “kidding” 
may have been about Harvick’s 
wife. but he was not certain. He 
recalled that White and a friend 
chanced to meet Harvick’s wife 
and another woman in a restaurant 
three weeks ago. 

Harvick is 22 years old. He was 
employed as counter man at 
Child’s Restaurant, 804 Washing- 
ton avenue. 

White was 35. He was employed 
as district sales manager by the 
Criterion Reaity Co., Star. Building, 
a month and a half'ago, but dis- 
charged 10 days ago for drinking. 
On his promise of sobriety. he was 
taken back as salesman. His pos- 
sessions included a letter from his 
mother in Oak Park, IIL, which 
read:

Through ae driving rain and 
biting wind, President Hoover, 
here to participate in the Golden 
Jubilee celebration of the invention 
of the incandescent electric lamp 
by Thomas A. Edison, with Mrs. 
Hoover beside him, drove for 12 
miles today in an open automobile 
from Dearborn, the estate of Henry 
Kord, to this city to greet thou- 
sands of persons crowded in the 
plaza in front of the City Hall, 

The purpose of the visit was for 
the President to receive an official 
welcome from Gov. Green and 
Mayor Lodge, but it gave the peo- 
ple of Detroit their opportunity to 
see a President for the first time 
in more than a decade, 

Throughout the long drive the 
President's car passed through an 
almost solid lane of persons lining 
both sides of Oakwoou Dboule- 
vard. Men, women and children 
were heediless of the elements as 
they strained to get a view of the 
President and Mrs. Hoover. 

All along the line the Chiet 
Executive received an ovation, with 
the crowds cheering and automo- 
bie horns, ,belia-and clappers add- 
ing to the din. At some places ca- 
dets of Detroit high schools with 
their colors were drawn up at at- 
tention and at others small school 
children waved tiny American flags 
as they screamed their welcome, 


“America” Played on Chimes. 

Here and there a band played, 
and as the procession passed the 
kort Street Presbyterian Church on 
West Fort street, the chimes in the 
tower played “America.” 

Although both Mr. and Mrs. 
Hoover had raincoats thrown about 
their shoulders during the drive, 
they were fairly wet upobd arriving 
at City Hall. The President’s gray 
Fedora was soaked, with water run- 
ning from the brim as he doffed his 
hat on entering the door of the City 
Hall. 

In this building, Mayor Lodge 
was presented to Mr. and Mrs 
Hoover and escorted them a short 
way to the main entrance, where a 
covered platform had been erected. 
Mr. Hoover received a tumultuous 
welcome by the thousands of per- 
sons, most of whom stood in the 
rain without protection even of 
umbrellas. 

Speech by Governor. 

Gov. Green, who had welcomed 
the President on his arrival! at 
Jearborn early in the morning, ; 
stepped forward to the microphone, 
but it was more than a minute be- 
fore he could make himself heard 
above the din. 

“Owing to the generosity of 
Henry Ford,” the Governor said, 
““‘we are privileged to celebrate an 
achievement of the greatest inven- 
tive genius of our time, Thomas A. 
Edison. He has come to spend a 
few days with us and to view 
again the places he visited in his 
youth, 

“It is most fitting that at this 
celebration there should be brought 
together the builders of our age 
and foremost among them is the 
g00d man we honor today, Herbert 
Hoover. 

“Hi susefulness to his country 
and to humanity are so wel] known 
a sto require no statement at this 
time. The State of Michigan has 
an abiding faith in him. He is 
more beloved in this State than 
ever® before. Our people more 
than ever before stand behind him 
an dhis policies.’ 


Reply by the President. 
Thanking the crowd for 
‘dgenerosity and courtesy” of its 
welcome, the President said he 
saw “no lack of warmth in the 
faces and hearts of the people of 
Detroit, despite the action of the 
skies.”

ALTENRHEIN. Switzerland, Oct. 
21.—The giant 12-engined flying 
boat DO-X, which was launched 
here in July, today made a flight 
of one hour, carrying 169 persons, 
the first time in the history of avia- 
tion that so many have been taken 
into the air on any conveyance. 

The Dornier took off at 11:15 a. 
m. ‘The machine flew over Lake 
Constance, with its motors working 
faultlessly and landed with the 51- 
ton load at 12:15 p. m. without 
any trouble. 

The DO-X carried 159 passen- 
gers and a crew of 10. The plane 
had made previous test flights, but 
this was the first time that so great 
a load was taken Uap. 

The flying boat. which may be 
used for a trans-Atlantic crossing 
for the purpose of trying out its 
capacities, was built in the great- 
est secrecy It was designed to 
carry 40 passengers normally, but 
has accommodation for 100, if 
necessary. The 12 engines develop 
a total of 6000 horsepower and 
each engine can be operated indi- 
vidually without affecting the oth- 
ers. 

The DO-X measures 150 feet 
from tip to tail. Its wings are 10 
feet thick and 150 feet from wing 
tip to wing tip. Six great turrets 


project from each wing and each 
turret is equipped with two engines 
of 500 horsepower. The turrets are 
manned by mechanics who can 
walk along a passage on the in- 
side of the wings from one turret 
to another. : ee nas 

When the DO-X was launched 
last July it carried 34 tons and 
was able to get into the air with 
the greatest ease aftef a take-off 
run of only 600 yards, other trials 
were similarly successful. 

One of the features of the plane 
is its three decks while another is 
that the machine can fly with only 
eight motors in use. 

Dr, Dornier built the plane at 
eee which is on the Swiss 
side of the German-Swiss frontier, 
because of the limitations on Ger- 
man aircraft imposed by the treaty 
of Versailles. 

While the plane was being built 
there were many skeptics who said 
that it would never fly owing_to 
its enormous weight. Aviation ex- 
perts, however, were enthusiastic 
about its ability to take the air. 

The largest number of persons 
carried before on an aircraft was 
72, these being on the Graf Zeppe- 
lin on its second flight across the 
Atlantic Ocean irom _ “Friedrichs- 
hafen to Lakehurst, N. J.

During the nine months of 1929, 
168,424, 817 passengers were car- 
ried as compared with 178,487,154 
during the first nine months of 
1928. Passengers carried during 
the first quarter of 1929 num- 
bered 57,332,935; during the sec- 
ond quarter, 567,332,935, and dur- 
ing the third quarter, 63,139,288.

CHARLOTTE, N. C.. Oct. 


The seven Gastonia labor leaders 
and union members accused of 
second degree murder for the kill- 
ing of O. F. Aderholt, Chief of Po- 
lice of Gastonia, were found guil- 
ty in Mecklenburg Superior Court 


today. 

The men convicted were Fred 
Erwin Beal, Lawrence, Mass., for- 
merty Southern organizer for the 
National Textile Workers’ Union; 
Clarence Miller, New York, Com- 
munist educator; George Carter. 
Mizpah, N. J., union member; Jo- 
seph Harrison, Passaic, N. J.. union 
organizer, and William McGinnis 
‘K. Y. Hendricks and Louis Me- 
Laughlin, Gastonia, union mem- 
bers. 

The verdict carries a sentence of 
from 2 to 30 years in prison, at 
the discretion of the Judge. 

The verdict came 60 minutes 
after the jury, which had listened 
to the evidence and arguments of 
attorneys for two and One-haif 
weeks, the case. 
Disagreement on Assault. 

The jury also reported @ verdict’ 
of guilty of felonious assault on A. 
J. Roach and Thomas Gilbert, and 
assault with a deadly weapon on 
Charles Ferguson. three policemen 
who were wounded in the sanhie 
strike shooting in which Aderholt 
was fatally wounded, but a poll of 
the jury disclosed that J. A. Helms, 
juror No. 3, was not in accord with 
the other jurors on these charges. 

Helms asserted from the jury 
box that he believed the defend- 
ants to be “not guilty” of the as- 
sault charges and Judge M. _YV. 
Barnhill ordered the jury back to 
its room to further consider the 
case. He then recessed until 2:30 
o'clock. : 

The poll requested by the de- 
fense necessitated asking each jur- 
or 28 questions. The jurors were 
asked separately about each of the 
seven defendants ote each of the 
four charges. ; 

Helms seemingly was confused 
by the questions but stuck to his 
statement so persistently that 
Judge Barnhill ordered further 
consideration of the matter. 

The jury returned to the court- 
room after lunch and returned a 
verdict of guilty on all charges of 
assault against all of the defend- 
ants. When polled this time, all 
jurors answered that their verdict 
was guilty. |

four other policemen went to a tent 
colony maintained by the tional 
Textile Workers’ Union a the 
Workers’ international Relief for 
strikers from the Loray cotton mill 
in Gastonia.

ASSAILS CLAUSE 
IN DOHENY LEASE 


‘‘Does Any One Believe 
Wise Old Man (Doheny) 
Didn’t Understand Prefer- 
ential Right”? He Asks. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Final 


arguments in the bribery trial of 
Albert B. Fall were started today 
when Atlee Pomerene, special Gov- 
ernment counsel, told the jury 


which wil! determine Fall's guilt or 
innecence that they must deter- 
mine whether the $100,000 obtained 
by the defendant from Edward L. 
Doheny was a loan or not, 

Fall, who arrived a few minutes 
before court opened, walked into 
the room and to his chair. For the 
last week he had been wheeled to 


his place in an invalid chair. He 
was supported by attendants, but 
appemred stronger than at the 


start of the trial in which the Gov- 
ernment charges he received $100,- 
000 from Doheny for awarding the 
latter company a lease to the Elk 
Hills naval oil reserve in Califor- 
nia. 

The former Secretary of the In- 
terior conferred for 10 minutes 
with William Leahy of his counsel 
while waiting for Justice William 
Hitz to mount the bench. 

The closing arguments were de- 
layed about an hour while counse!l 
conferred with Justice Hitz on dis- 
puted pleas each side wanted in- 
cluded in his charge to the jury. 

Pomerene read a letter from 
Fall to Doheny before the Elk 
Hills lease was made, which 
showed, he said, that the latter 
was “being kept informed of the 
oil reserve situation.” The prose- 
cuter also read the famous policy 
letter in which Fall had inserted 
after the clause, ““These leases shal! 
be awarded by competitive  bid- 
ding.” the words “and otherwise,” 


and said he would give the reason 
for this insertion. 
“Here's the situation,” Pome- 


rene shouted, “contracts are about 
to be let—a pretense of competi- 
tion—-yet Doheny, a mining friend 
of Fall, presents a bid containing 
that preferential right, and noth- 
ing inthe specifications calling 
for it. 

“Doheny testified before a Sen- 
ate committee that he had ‘blurted 
out’ that he had expected to make 


*$100,000,000 out of the Elk Hills 


lease. That wise old man doesn’t 
blurt out anything unless he has 
confidence.” 

No other company knew of the 
preferential clause in the con- 
tract, Pomerene told the jury, as- 
serting that Doheny’s firm expected 
to get the oil reserve when it made 
the bid. 

Reciting Doheny’s testimony that 
he never. understood the prefer- 
ential right. Pomerene asked: 
“Does any man or woman believe 
that the wise old man (Doheny) 
did not understand what the pref- 
erential right was?’’ 

“I have said something about a 
$100,000 transaction and I am go- 
to say more,” Pomerene said. 
“That $100,000 was filthy lucre and 
when it was delivered by Doheny 
he knew it was filthy lucre and 
when Fall received it he knew it 
was filthy lucre.” 

He declared the legality of the 
Elk Hills lease had been questioned 
and asked the jury what they 
would do in such an important 
matter. 

“You would do what any other 
honest man would do,” he said in 
answer to his own question, ‘‘and 
get the opinion of the Attorney- 
General and you heard him say 
hig opinion had never been asked.” 
At the opening of the afternoon 
session Justice Hitz told counsel 
he would limit the arguments, but 
due to the delav in opening court 
it was thought that the case would 
not go to the jury until late to- 
morrow or Wednesday. 

All the testimony in the case, 
now entering its third -week, has 
been presented, and the jury prob- 
ably will receive the Judge's charge 
tomorrow and then retire for its 
deliberation,

17 feet high, inside of which are

All but three of the 60 ygitn 
available for jury service in Clr- 
cuit Judge Hamilton's court today 
were examined before a jury was 


completed for the trial of James 
Dunivan, 19 years old, charged 
with robbery under the habitual 


crimina{ act. 

Ten of the men available were 
excused from service because they 
deciared they would not obey an 
instruction to impose the maximum 
penalty, life imprisonment, as -fe- 
quired by the habitual criminal! 
act, in the event they agreed on a 
verdict of guilty. 

The Dunivan case is unusual in 
that it is the first case in which 
the habitual crimina! act has been 
invoked because of a workhouse 
sentence. Since Circuit Attorpey 
Miller began including the habitu- 
al criminal clause in infprmation, 
two ex-convicts have been tried 
unsuccessfully, hung juries resylt- 
ing because of the unwillingness 
of the jurors to impose the maxi- 
mum penalty. 

Dunivan served six months in the 
workhouse in 1927 for an autome- 
bile theft. He is on trial now for 
the theft of $6 in a street holdup 
last February.

McBrian told police after giving 
himself up that he, Mrs. Dreyfus 
‘and her brother, William Fisher, 
and sister, #reda Fisher, of this 
city, were standing on the porch. 
Freda and William stepped from 
the balcony to the dance floor to 
have the last dance. When they 
left, McBrian said, he was the only 
person with Mrs. Dreyfus and ex- 
cused himself to obtain the hats 
and coats of the party and avoid 
the rush after the final dance. 

Several persons have,told police 
they saw McBrian leave the baloony 
and go to the cloak room. Mc- 
Brian said he returned and heard 
someone shout that a woman had 
fallen from the porch. He rushed 
to the lower platform and found 
friends grouped about Mrs. Drey- 
fus. McBrian and others took the 
injured woman to a hospital, whcre 
she died a few hours later of a 
fractured skull. 

Jewelry valued at $4500 belong- 
ing to Mrs. Dreyfus was found un- 
der the lower platform after her 
father, Carl Fisher of Washington, 
had reported i: missing. 

According to the police, McBrian 
and Mrs. Dreyfus, who had known 
each other several years, came here 
Saturday from New York. Mrs. 
Dreyfus went to the home of her 
parents, while McBrian registered 
ata hotel. Early Saturday evening 
the brother ind siser invited Mrs, 
Dreyfus and McBrian to attend 
the dance at the boat club. 

The police were told that several 
drinks had ween served during the 
evening, but Miss Fisher denied 
that Mrs. Dreyfus had taken any. 

The porch from which Mrs. 
Dreyfus fell is about 20 feet above 
the lower landing. It is surround- 
ed by a railing three and a half 
feet high. One theory advanced by 
the police is that she leaned over 
the railing and lost her balance.

Mrs. Michael’s Defeat 


In an analysis of Mrs. Michael's defeat for president of the School Board, organ of 


Women Voters League ascribes it chiefly to sex prejudice; Mrs. Michael is 


lauded as a symbol of progressivism and liberalism in education, and failure to 


use her attributes to the fullest is declared a loss to St. Louis schools. 


From the Bulletin of the League of Women Voters. 


[ti failure of the Board of Education 
Ti elect Mrs. Elias Michael] president 

at the meeting on Friday, Oct. 11, is a 
matter of public concern, for the reason 
that the president wields such influence 
on the general conduct of the schools. 
Therefore, the action of the board is myich 
more than the refusal of an honor due 
Mrs. Michael, according to every criterion 
and eminent fitness, It involves funda- 
mental issues in the policy of our school 
board. Such being the case, an analysis of 
the causes leading up to it is in order. 


The selection of a president of the Board 
of Education is by custom determined by 
a caucus of its members. The members 
bind themselves to vote at the formal elec- 
tion in accordance with the decision of 
the caucus, the purpose being to give to 
the person elected she honor of a unani- 
mous election. It hus been the custom for 
some years to promote the vice president 
to the presidency. Mrs. Michael was vice 
president. 

On Oct. 3 the president, Mr. Blumeyer, 
assured the vice president, Mrs, Michael, 
and Mrs. Ernest R. Kroeger, that 12 mem- 
bers were going down the line for Mrs. 
Michael as president. At 19:30 a. m. on 
Friday, Oct. 11, the day of the election, 
Mur. Blumeyer again assured Mrs. Kroeger 
that there would be at the caucus 12 votes 
for Mrs. Michael as president. What hap- 
pened between 10:30 and 4 p. m., the hour 
oc. tie official caucus, at which the first 
ballot was 5 for Mrs. Michael and 5 for 
Mr. Blumeyer? Mrs. Michael and Mr. 
Blumeyer did not vote. The second bal- 
lot stood 6-4 for Mr. Blumeyer, whereupon 
Mr. Blumeyer was elected. 

Early in September it was deemed ad- 
visable, owing to the reorganization plan 
in the instruction department, to hold over 
the present officers, Mr. Blumeyer as pres- 
ident and Mrs. Michael as vice president, 


Shortly thereafter the secretary-treasurer 
died. and, a few days tater, the building 
commissioner. Besides these unforeseen and 
unfortunate events, other evident changes 
of policy of a fundamental character and 
influence became apparent. Mrs. Michael 
at once expressed the view that since it 
was no longer a question of the instruction 
department only, the board should not feel 
bound to hold over the existing officers but 
should feel free to reconsider the whole 
matter. Mrs. Michael thereupon expressed 
her willingness to run for the presidency, 
ane definitely made her position known.

president.

Mrs. Michael had been maneuvered into 
hs position of approving Mr. Blumeyer’s 
re-election as president by her assent to 
the proposal made in September, and of 
favering Mr. Barth for vice president when 
she later agreed to run for president herself. 
Hence, the statement that Mrs, Michael did 
not want either office. 

As to the advantages of continuity of 
administration, we agree with the Post-Dis- 
patch in that “we are not impressed.” 


The defeat of Mrs. Michael may be at- 
tributed to many causes, chief among them 
a discrimination against women in public 
office. The hurdles are still high, and a 
woman needs to be a little better qualified 
than a man for the same position. But 
that women contribute a valuable poing of 
view, and that they have demonstrated 
their ability to serve effectively, is unneces- 
sary to state here. Mrs. Michael's training, 
her experience, her idealism and her sense 
of social duty, make her the best qualified 
person to serve as president of the school 
hoard. It is a loss to the schools that such 
attributes are not used to the fullest ad- 
vantage. Her work in the fields of educa- 
ton and social progress would make her 
an outstanding citizen in any community. 

Why does the Board of Education fail to 
appreciate the value of her leadership? 


Bat, it was not Mrs. Michael alone who 
was discriminated against at that election. 
She is a symbol! of progressivism and liber- 
ali m in education. She represents a de- 
sire to recapture fo. the St. Louis public 
school system the high position it held un- 
der such a leader a>. Dr. W. T. Harris. 
She represents a rebellion against mere 
traditionalism in teaching and thinking; 
while those who do not understand the 
f:rment and the growth in education 
threughout the world, wish to maintain 
the status quo. But, of course, it is im- 
possible to stand still: for education is 
dynamic, not static. School board members 
need not be educators, but they ought to 
be aware of John Dewey in order to spend 
the public money wisely. 

It has always been maintained that poli- 
tics has no place in the Roard of Educa- 
tion, and it is true that there are no op- 
portunities for voting according to party 
political lines. Therefore it becomes perti- 
nent to ask whether there could have been 
a secret caucus, a doubtful political meas- 
ure, preceding the official caucus? Is this 
device taught in our civics classes as an 
example of good government, or of bad? 


The League of Women Voters has always 
emphasized the importance of electing to 
the school board only those who are fully 
qualified by education, experience and 
ideals to work whole-heartedly for the im- 
provement of the quality of our schools. 
But, it is not sufficient to elect such per- 
sons; the public must maintain and ex- 
press a sustained interest in the conduct of 
its public servants in order to enable them 
to use to the full those qualifications in 
the interests of progress. No truer state- 
ment can be made of the problem which

CAULFIELD DEFENDS 
SURVEY COMMISSION 


Improvement | of Public Schools 
and State, Institutions Sought, 
Governor Says. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 21— 
Attacks on the work of the State 
Survey Commission which have ap- 
peared in a few rural newspapers 
in Missouri, apparently based on 
the belief the commission would 
recommend a general reorganiza- 
tion of the State government, were 
characterized by Gov. Caulfield as 
useless “shadow boxing,” In an ad- 
dress here Saturday night before 
the Republican Editorial Associa- 
tion of Missouri. 

Caulfield said there was no in- 
tention to urge reorganization of 
the State government through the 
State survey, and that an effort to 
arouse opposition on that »asis was 
“just putting up straw iaen and 
knocking them down.” 

“My idea in recommending cre- 
ation of the survey commission by 
the 1929 Legislature was to investi-

to Peoples of All Times 
and Climes. 
Mushrooms have been used as 
many years, and 
some of the old books are amusing 
in the exaggerated claims that are 
made on behalf of them. 

They are, however, valuable as a 
food because of their delicate, char- 
acteristic flavor. 

In composition they are made up 
of a large proportion of water, 
some vegetable protein and carbo- 
hydrate and a very smal] amount 
of mineral matter. 

They deteriooate in flavor rather 
rapidly after picking, and for that 
reason should be used as soon as 
possible. 

The commercial mushrooms are 
grown in mushroom cellars and are 
carefully cultivated. There is no| 
danger of getting any but edible va- | 
rieties, | 

Do not attempt to pick mush- | 
rooms growing wild unless you are 
absolutely sure what you are pick- 
ing. Even then it is best to leave | 
them alone! | 

Canned mushrooms are excellent | 
in flavor, as they are canned imme- 
diately after picking, and _ retain | 
their full flavor.

HANKS to the provident In- 
Taian who cached his moose- 

hide along the portage,  be- 
tween my rude jack-pine shelter 
and the unnamed lake to the 
northward, I spent a fairly com- 
fortable night. 

Of course, moose-hide wasn’t 
one-tenth the warmth of caribou; 
Stefansson’s men used to sleep on 
the ice of the Arctic Ocean, in a 
temperature of 40 degrees below 
zero, in caribou-skin sleeping bags 
And entirely naked, too. A moose- 
hide, on the other hand, is quite 
porous, the hair is heavy and 
stiff and without any of the prop- 
erties which make _ caribou-skin 
such a good non-conductor of cold. 

In announcing my plan I said I 
might be too busy during the next 
two days in the woods to tthink 
about food. This has turned out 
to be the case; I haven’t eaten a 
thing in the past two days. I might 
have set some rabbit snares, I 
suppose, but a pair of moccasins 
seemed to me much more neces- 
sary than food. 

I spent the daylight hours yes- 
terday making a pair of mocca- 
sins and cutting out the main por- 
tion of a shirt from the moose-hide, 
With another cold night facing me, 
these two items of clothing as- 
sumed great importance. The hide 
is as stiff as a board, but the 
footgear I have fashioned, with an 
inner sole of moose-hide with the 
hair left on, is quite comfortable 
and more or less water proof. 

It was quite a task to make them. 
First came the measurements and 
pattern, then the cutting. This was 
finished in about two hours; the 
really hard job was yet to come— 
the task of shaving the hair from 
one and three-quarter inches to a 
auarter of an inch. That sounds 
like a simple operation, when one 
has an ax. And it probably would 
have oeen if this particular hide 
had not been filled with sand and 
dirt. 

The dried mud in the skin so 
dulled my ax that I had to stop 
shaving the hide every five min- 
utes or so to sharpen the blade on 
a rock. So the making of the moc- 
casins took most of my day; there 
was no time for food, fire or hunt- 
ing. True, I made a skin-scraper 
of deer horn, but it made no im- 
pression whatever on the stiff hide. 
The skin of the old bull is so stiff, 
in fact, that it will stand by itself. 


LEEPING in the sleeveless 

moose-hide shirt last night was 

like sleeping in a suit of armor. 
The unused portion of the moose 
hide I used to cover up my bare 
legs, while the small deerskin was 
draped about my shoulders. And 
there was none too much, for my 
thermometer (brought, like my 
cameras and writing materials, £0 
that I could make a complete rec- 
ord of this experiment) registered 
32 degrees above zero in the tent 
this morning; now, at 11, with the 
sun filtering down through the jack 
pines, it registers 42. 

Another thing I did yesterday 
was to locate a spring and clear 
it out. My camp is located back in 
the woods, a hundred yards from 
the portage itself. so that I will aot 
be bothered by chance travelers or 
hunters. But the slough at the foot 
of the bluff is more or lessgstag- 
nant. / Knowing that one’s Realth 
may not be neglected when one is 
eut off from ciyilization, alone, as 
I am, 1 walked along the edge of 
the still water, looking for the 
spring which I felt certain came 
out of the bluff somewhere—and 
found it not more than 50 yards 
from my shelter. 

Since health is a matter of such 
vital importance to us all, perhaps 
1 should explain that, so far, there 
have been no noticeable results, 
either one way or the other, from 
my abstention from food for the 
last two days. If anything, I was 
weaker yesterday than T am today. 
Ms head is perfectly clear, and the 


From Moose Hide.

“dark brown” taste, so well known 
“the morning after” in civilization, 
has been almost entirely eliminated 
by the plentiful use of charcoal 
from McKibbin’s last campfire. I 
have not washed my face in four 
days, nor have I taken a bath in 
more than a week, but so far there 
seems to be no change for the 


worse. 
J finished, I expect to set out for 
the lake to the northward, and 
give it the “once over,” taking my 
ax, of course, If the fishing pros- 
pects look good, I may make a 
raft; a hook of deer horn, attach 
the hook to a line made of moose 
hide, tie a stone to a separate 
thong, and drop it to the bottom. 
It may not catch a trout, but there 
are pike in the country. I shall 
also set some rabbit snare with 
moose hide blackened in the ashes 
of the fire and baited with birch 
twigs. Only after I have had time 
to fashion a bow and some arrows 
will I start in search of bigger 
game. If a moose comes my way 
meanwhile, I shall be content to 
get a motion picture of him with 
my telescopic lens. 

Living the life of prehistoric 
man, as a Londoner might put it, 
is not all beer and skittles. For 
example, I have had but one meal 
in exactly four days, and that con- 
sisted of a rabbit weighing about 
a pound and a quarter, with no 
fat whatever on its carcass. Nat- 
urally, I feel a little weak, al- 
though I do not anticipate starva- 
tion; it is always men who think 
they are going to starve to death 
who actually do so; it is always the 
panicky person who gets lost in 
the woods and goes about in a cir- 
cle that usually ends in death. So 
[I am hoping that another “bunny” 
will try to pass through one of my 
four snares tonight. 

My spirits soared when I saw the 
limp form of my first game; it 
meant food and, to a certain ex- 
tent, clothing. It promises’ suc- 
cess, although a person can not 
sustain himself indefinitely on rab- 
bits; they are too lean. Extricating 
him from the moose-hide’_ snare, 
which had been carefully blacken- 
ed with charcoal to keep him from 
eating it, or even seeing it, J] 
brought him to the shelter, skinned 
him, stretched the skin, and set 
myself to the task which ended in 
failure a few days ago—the mak- 
ing of a fire with the bow-drill. 

Two reasons contributed to the 
first failure: I had a grooved rock 
which did not hold the upper end 
of the spindle firmly, and at the 
same time generated a lot of fric- 
tion. Since .hat time, however, I 
have had a more efficient hand 
socket from a piece of the deer 
horn. Secondly, I was desperately 
hungry, not having eaten in more 
than two days. The outcome, 
therefore, must be successful—and 
it was. In 30 seconds I had cre- 
ated spirals of smoke, and in less 
than three minutes of frenzied 
sawing, back and forth on the drill 
fire.

CALIFORNIA'S 


Trout Lilies. 


HE dog tooth violet or trout 
T iis. so-called from its hand 

somely spotted leaves, has long 
been a favorite wild flower in the 
Eastern and Centra! States, but it 
hasn’t made any headway in gar- 
dens because of the uncertainty 
of its blooming. Botanically they 
are erythroniums. There are two | 
common to the East and Middle. 
West, the white and yellow, E. al- 
bidum and Americanum. They 
make big patches in the woods but. 
often a big patch will fail to show 
a single flower. It is also difficult 
to move them as the bulba burrow 
deep and the bulb may not be ina 
line below the leaf as they send 
out droppers and stolons in vari- 
ous directions at the ends of which 
new bulbs form. A blooming bulb 
moved into the garden remains a 
blooming bulb. The bulbs with only 
a leaf attached remain “in statu 
quo indefinitely. 

California, however, has _ intro- 
duced into gardens a number of 
handsome species that are reliable 
bloomers, iarger flowered. and in 
a variety of color including rose, 
yellow. white, and pink. The Calli- 
fornians have proved perfectly 
hardy in the Eastern States and 
one of the most attractive of the 
spring flowering bulbs. Some of 
them have two or three flowers to 
a stem. Unlike the Eastern ery- 
throniums, the Californians do not 
send out underground runners to 
propagate but increase from seed. 
They are small bulbs to be planted 
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TROUT LILIES 


about four inches deep. A few 
dozen of these in some shady spot 
will make a beautiful group and 
are well worth a trial. 

The butterfly tulips, mariposas, 
botanically calochorti, are not re- 
liably hardy in the Eastern States 
although they have survived for a 
few seasons at times. They may 
be grown in cold frames with good 
success and are so novel and un- 
usual in their coloring and mark- 
ing as to be we worth the trial. 
But some of the California trout 
lilies should be included in the 
fall bulb order. They are now 
stocked by most dealers and the 
California dealers handle them in 
quantity. They bloom ine early 
May, usually a little later than the 
natives tn the wods. The pink 
and rose species are unusually 
fine and the big yellows are as 
beautifully coiored as their Eastern 
relative and seem t®% be nore ro- 
bust growers. Dog tooth violets 
are something new to include in 
the bulb order that are sure to 
please. 


Spiced Beets. 


Boil 3 dozen smal] red beets In 
salted water until very tender. Boil 
2 quarts cider vinegar, 1% pints 
sugar, 4 ounces mixed spices, for 8 
minutes. Skin beets. They may be 
left whole or sliced as desired. Put 
in boiling liquor and boil for five 
minutes. Then seal in sterilized 
jars.
